pup from the Arctic coast some of the 


Cree boatmen told Mr. Hoare that 
Mr. Girling (who was traveling with 
him) could speak Cree like one of 
themselves. He responded to the 
urgent appeal of Bishop Lucas, of 
Mackenzie River, for missionaries to 
the Eskimos, and in 1914 went into 
the north, where he was associated 
with Archdeacon Whi Rey, | 
W. H. Fry, Rev. E. r and 
Messrs. W. D. Young, G. E. Merritt 
and W. H. B-Hoare. 

It would take a volume adequately 
to tell of his work on the Aretic 
coast. Suffice it to say that he took 
an‘active part In the great venture 
to reach the Copper Eskimos of 
Coronation Gulf district, sometines 
misealled the Blondé Eskimos, He} 
Was never very robust, but was able | 
to accomplish many arduous journeys | 
sboth in winter and summer, On one 
occasion he and an Eskino commpans | 
fon found themselves with scarcely | 
more than a day’s food, 125 pallet 
away from a camp which they tust | 
reach. The road lay across 2 Darren | 
rocky‘ peninsula, and they knew the | 
risk of being caught fe a storm, and | 
they traveled the 125 miles In two! 
| days. 

Hg was truly one of Canada’s great | 
explorers, having traversed thousands } 
of miles over the barren lands around 
Coronation Gulf, This region is situ} 
ated In a remote part of the North | 
American continent, midway between | 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river and | 
Hudson Bay. He penetrated t the | 
undiscovered depths of Victoria Land | 
and into Prince Albert Sound, and} 
inade many arduous Journeys slong} 
the northern fringe of the continent. | 
He, made wearisome journeys tramp- | 
ing overland with pack dogs and in

Mr. Girling was an exceptional iin- 
guise, wastering the intricacies of the 
Eskimo language very quickly. He 
had completed the translation of the 
Gospel of St. Mark and this is now 
being printed by the Ijible Society in 
England. He also did a great aumecunt 












mar and a dictionary, and in this re- 
spect his work will live after hint. 
He will be sadly missed by his fellow 
missionaries and by a host of friends. 

Outside of a small circle, very few 
realized the importance, 23 ploncers 
and national builders, mien tke] 
Herbert Girling, who go on quietly} 
year after year, without the blare of | 
trumpets, receiving none of the] 
world’s plaudits, whose sole reward is 
the sense and satisfaction of doing 
the duty ready to hand—faltatel unto 
death. It is a remarkable fact that 
the death of Mr. Girling is ile first 
to occur among the missionaries ia 
the Eskimos of the Canadian Arctic 
coast since the establishment of the 
inission tWenty-elght years exo, and 
to the writer it is indeed strange that 
this faithful worker of the north 
should die, not on the frontier, but 
in the capital of the Dominion. 

A particularly pathetic incident In 
connection/with his death is the fact 
that Mr. Girling was to bave been 
married soon io Miss Lilla Stokes, of 
Sherwood Rise, Nottinghant. After 
Mr, Girling came from the north last 
autuinn for a much needed furlough, 
he paid a short visit to his friends 
in England, from thence he was call- 
ed back to Canada to take part in 
the Forward Movement Campaign. A 
few weeks ago he underwent an oper- 
ation on his throat, but had recovered 
sufficiently to résume his duties, His 
addresses were alwhyx a source of in- 
Spiration. He accompanied Bishop 
Lucas to Ottawa to giye information 
before the royal commission regard- 
ing the Introduction of reindeer Into 
Northern Canada.’ On reaching Ot- 
tawa he felt ill and asked Mr. Hoare 
if he might go home with hin tather 
than to the hospital. He was put to 
bed at once and seven days later be 
passed away.

WARSAW IS HUMMING ff 
WITH WAR ACTIVITY * 


Warsaw, March 19—Warsaw is hum- 
ming with war activity and is crowd- 
ed to its very doors with hordes cf 
povertystricken refugees from the 
areas for which the Poles and Bolshe- 
viki are fighting. Travellers say it 
is the most crowded city in eastern 
Europe. The population ia estimated 
to have increased from $00,000 to 1,- 
300,000 since the world war tbegan. 

Everywhere there are officers and 
soldiers. Military abtomobiles, trac- 
tors and various other vehicles of war 
traverse the streets all day and most 
of the night., The cafe life is as bright 
and gay as ever, but the restaurants 
and theatres close at 10 pan. To save 
food, light and labor, The refugees 
from the warstricken areaa began 
streaming into the city about a year 
ago, and have been coming ever since, 
hoping to “ind food and places to 
sleep. The problem of providing for 
them has baffled the city officials, 

In tho poorer districts, basements, 
which for generations were used for 
stora poses have been used for | 
refugees’ sleeping quarters, In Jn 
stances 15 to 20 persons, and oven | 
more, sleep on a basoment floor, on 
straw. Others have found shelter in 
stables or in buildings intended for 
school4. Many of these refugees are 
women, with children *who have come 
out of the cast virtually without funds. 
During the day thése people are partly

The origin of the caiMe brand dates 
back to the dim dawn of history when 
the brand was necessary to Identify 
cattle in the annual roundups. With 
the coming of wire fences this neces- 
sity largely was obviated, but the 
brand serves still to place guilt upon 
cattle thieves.

“The work which has been done 
by Dr. Reld Hunt and others has led 
to these conclusions.

Nausea and vomiting, 
violent headaches and vertigo, ending 
in coma ‘and death, are the various 
Drogreasive stages of the poisons ef- 
fect, and very often, due to the de- 
generation of the ganglion cells of 
the retina, amblyopia, which is a 
dimming of the vision without dis- 
coverable change in the eye, ea 
place."

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PRICES SEEKING HIGHER LEVELS. 

The latest cause for domestic worry is a proposed increase in the 
> price of flour, which the millers say is warranted by conditions, Flour 
»;. being a prime necessity in every houschold, and already selling at a high 
* figure, any increase in price can not be regarded except with anxiety. 
The Mail’and Empire discusses the question editorially as follows: 

‘The application of the flour millers for an increase in 
the price of flour should not be allowed by the Wheat Board 
until after a complete sifting of the facts it is shown 16 be 
due. It is generally understood that, while many mills have 
closed down, or almost closed down, on account of lack of 
wheat, this country has an exceptionally large supply of 
flour on hand. Wheat has been selling in the export mar- : 
kets and flour has not. The millers seem to take the posi- 
tion that, as their manufacturing is reduced by the scarcity 
of wheat, they should have higher prices on the'r stocks of 
flour as Compensation. 

In a wage arbitration a California professor made an 
interesting calculation of the relation of price increases, in 
percentages, to total cost increase in actual practice. The 
following table illustrates his point:

It was announced the ,cther day 
that William G. M=Adoo, {he son-in- 
law of President Wilson, had made 
the suggestion that the United States 
might buy Bermuda and the British 
Weat Indies, in order to enable Great 
Britain to pay their debt to the re- 
public. This proposal caused some- 
thing like consternation in the Brit- 
{sh Dominions mentioned, and many 
meetings of protest were held. At 
first sight It did not seem as though 
Canadians need be concerned, but de- 
velopments that have followed indt- 
cate a carefully-arranged campaign 

{jse "spread abroad’ the {dt that the 
Dominion of Canada might be scld 
ike a sack of valuable merchandise 

{to Uncle Sam. 

The Washington correspondent of 
the New York Journal of Commerce 
is a gentleman of vivid imagination, 
or else he has an anti-British slant 
to his neutrality. AC-any rate, it iz 
entirely clear he does not/know the 
facts regatding the British Gnancial 
Position, as it is now, and has been 
“loaded by some burea ic friend. 
He says: “There !s no (prospect that 
England can pay interest on this debt 
(four billions owed to tt) United 
States). Indeed, it was a matter of 
rertain knowledge fn the mid-summer 
af 1918 that Great Britain would not 
be able to weet her Interest obliga- 
tions after the war. The teading fin- 
ancial men of the United Kingdony 
sald this was a foregone conclusion, 
and this Government from that thue 
forward, with all the enormous ad- 
vances of moneys that were made, 
knew what the prospects were froin 
the best authorities on financial mat- 
ters fp Europe.” This correspondent 
utterly Ignores the fact that the Brit- 
ish Government Is now making rev- 
enue meet expenditures, that this 
year It is expected British export 
trade will bea billion dollars more 
than imports, that arrangements have 
been made to pay In full the Anglo- 
French loan when It comes due, that 
not only is Britain paying all interest 
—except that suspended for three 
years on the debt to the United States 
Government—but ralsing the money 
by tazation to pay It, and that, with- 
in a year or two, the prospects nre 
that British exports to the United 
States will be payiffg not only interest 
on the debt, but also the principal. 
But the correspondent of the usually 
careful Journal of Commerce dis 
closes the object of the misrepresen- 
tation of the British position when 
he arguea, not only for sale of the 
British West Indies tothe United 





States, but also Canada, His dream

The inclusion of 
Canaga tn this “propaganda” to stir 
up United States opinion tn favor of 
demanding British colontes to INaqul- 
date the debt shows how scatter- 
brained is the conception behind it.

Burgomasters of the cities of Barmen and Elberfeld, it 
stated, requested the Minister of Defence not to a!low troops to 
those towns. Great excitement prevails at Dusseldorf in view of (the 3 
threatened exit of German regulars. The town council believes that the 
tntry of troops would be inexpedient. : 

A member of the French military control commission in Berlin is 
said to be responsible for the statement made that the French advance 
was brought about mainly through the feport of General Nollet, head of 
the mission, who was able to look behind the'scene at what was going on 
there. This, the authority red, is calculated to inspire the deepest A 
distrust tegarding the machinations of German military ‘eaders, who 
more than ever fce! themselves masters of the situation. 

PARIS, April 8.—Additional German troops are on their way to the 
Ruhr Valley, according tq a despatch to The Temps today from Mayence. 
The message states that it has been announced that the second brigade of 
marines is en route to the Rubr region from Stettin, Pomerania.

What British Commision Says About 


Canada, 


The only kind of immigrant that 
{s of any value toa country, espe- 
clalty a new country, is the Immi-' 


srant who “comes out” fully under- 
standing prhat he must expect. The 
Weak point in many immigration ef- 
forts, in the past, has been that quan- 
llty-and not quality was given firat 
consideration, A disappointed, dis- 
illusioned immigrant is of no use to 
any country. It is for this reason, 


amongst many others, that the re- 
"} Port, recently published, of the com- 


mission sent out to Canada, last year, 
by the British Government to inquire 
into the openings fon women in the 
Dominion. Js so specially useful. 


The commissioners have done thelr 


work well. They have stated the facts 
Just as they are, and, whilst’ there 
is no attempt to produce a dis- 
Couraging picture, there is also 
no attempt to produce an unduly 
roseate one. The commissioners were 
well aware that the work which Can- 
ada has to offer to women is, of 
course, Just the kind of work which 
will appeal to certain women, and 
that these women will make a suc 
cess_of it. They saw, in fact, that 
the only way,to induce the right wo- 
man to undertake the work, and to 
prevent the wrong women from do- 
ing s0, was to tell the truth about 
the situation. Thus, in dealing with 
the question of domestic service, the 
commissioners point out thategreater 
friendliness is to be found in Cana- 
dian homes, and opportunities are 
shared by mistress and maid alike. 
But they do not hesitate to warn 
prospective inimigrants that Canada 
is not the Eldorado of the labor-sav- 
ing device that it is often held out 
to, be; that the work in domestic ser- 
vice Is hard and, especially in the 
country, often very isolated. The 
wages, however, are good; freedom 
of individual action considerable; 
whilst life in the country offers much 
the same attractions and opportuni- 
tea to all, no matter what particular 
part of the work they may be engag- 
ed upon. 

‘The report deals with the same 
frankness with the teaching profes- 
sion. Englishwomen able to teach 
are needed, especially in foreign 
communities. The work is hard in 
lsolated districts, but progress is as- 
Sured to those courageous enough to 
take up these teaching posts, whilst 
there nre, the report insists, great 
attractions In such a life. Then again, 
the woman agriculturist is warned 
but not discouraged. She is told 

| about the rigorolis winters during 
which little or no cultivation is car- 
ried on, in many parts of Canada; 
She Is warned that she must expect 
Sirenuots work; and she is shown

Prodigality Adds to* the 
a of LAving. i 
In a comprehensive address on the 
forestry situation in Canada, Prof. 
C.D. Howe,of the Faculty of Forestry, 
Univeraity of Toronto, told the mem- 
bers of the’Royal Canadian Institute 
that the continued negléct. to con- 
Serve the forest resources of this 
country would mean still! further in- 
creases in the high cost of living.. He 
sdid that. from one-half to two- 
thirds of the forest wealth of Canada 
had been destroyed by Gre In the 
past seventy-five years. There are 
1,900,000 square miles of forested 
country In the Dontinion, he stated. 
He advocated the ye-investing of for- 
estry profits in the replenishment of 

the merchantable timber supply. 
“T.trust that you will not consider 
me tinged with red when I assert my 
belief that the community should 
share in the increased price of lum- 
ber,”" he sald.-.In British Columbia, 
for example. when tlie’ market. price 
valne of lumber goes above a certain 
price agreed upon as furnishing .the 
producer a reasonable profit upon his 
investment, the royalties exacted by 
the province increase in definite ratio. 
Thus, the people as a whole proft by 
the upward trend of prices.” I would 
Suggest that a certain portion of such 
kraduated tax be re-Invested in the 
foresis by the community to accel- 
erate the regeneration and growth 
of the.commercial species, and thus 
keep olr woodlands at our market 
doors continually productive, 
“Most private business is sustained 
by a reinvestment of a certain portion 
of its profits, The communities’ for- 
est business can only be sustained jn 
the same manner. The» Dominion 
Government spends about $3,000,000 
2 year for the encouragement of 
agriculture, which is another way of 
suying that amount is re-invested In 
the business of increasing the pro- 
ductivity of the farm soil, The forest 
| soil products have a value equal to 
| that of our’ wheat crop, yet we are 
re-investing almost nothing to con- 
tinue: its productivity. The lumber 
industry created for Canada in 1917 
| forest products valued at $116,000,- 
000. The pulp milla of the country 
| produced in the same ycar materials 
to the value of $96,000,000, a total 
| of over $200,000,000. The lumber 
and pulpwood industries stand third 
| as Reducers of wealth in this coun- 
try, being surpassed only by agricul-

Prof. Howe said that south of the 
| vast barren lands stretch there is a 
very sparsely wooded transcontinen- 
fat’ belt containing about 700,000 
square miles. This is the “little stick 
region,” and will never contribute 
materially to the Canadian sfipply 
of sawlogs or pulpwood. 
Prof, Howe stated that 1,600,000 
square miles of the Dominion are in- 
capable of producing forests of com- 
mercial value. 
“Over 40 per cent. of ‘the land 
area of Canada is either too cold, too 
high or too dry to produce saw logs 
or. even pulpwood.” he said. “This 
is a fact that is overlooked by those 
who talk boastingly of our inexhaust- 
ible furest supplies. Subtracting*the 
treeless areax from the total land 
area we Ket 1,900,000 square miles 
of forested country.”* = 
Prof. Howe said that from one 
half to two-thirds of our forest had 
been destroyed by fire in the past 
seventy-five years, and pointed out 
that it would take twice that length 
of time to make a tree 12 inches in 
diameter, 
“In other words forest fires have 
destroyed the saw logs in over 1,000,- 
000 square miles of good Canadian 
territory. Ninety per cent. of these 
fires were caused by sheer careless- 
neas, We are already beginning to 
feel the pinch of the diminishing 
supply of accessible timber. You will 
more readily comprehend what the 
destruction by past fires means when 
I say that the loss is equivalent to 
about 450 years’ supply at our pres- 
ent rate of consumption of our bil- 
tion board feet a year.”

This bird is also known as 
he cave swallow’ because it plasters 
its nest on the outside of a barn or 
other building’ up under the eaves.

“he conceived two great, ambi- 
tlons, to be president of the Oxford 
Union, and to be Viceroy of India. 
It is a matter of history that he has 
achieved both, and ‘achieved them 
with distinction. For, indeed, if one 





were searching the English language | 


for a aingle word in which to esti- 
mate Lord Curzon of Kedleston it 
would be the word “distinguished,” 
in. its most exact meaning. He was, 
for instance, undoubtedly distin- 
guished at Oxford. True, he missed 
his rst in “Greats,” but he terribly 
revenged the indignity some months 
later when, after a period of furious 
work in Egypt and a fortnight’s 
whirlwind campaign in the British 
Museum, he carried off the Lowthian 
prize and, later on, the Arnold prize. 
Then when he had it Oxford, 
the presidency of the Uflén duly to 
his credit, and was well embarked 
on a/parliamentary career, the word 
“distinguished” must, ‘again and 
again, be requisitioned to describe 
the situation. The young Conserva- 
tive member for the Southport divi- 
sion was distinguished from the first; 
whilst, almost from the frst, it is 
possible to see the great Indian 
scheme rising above the horizon of 
practical possibilities. It was not that 
young Curzon, like a certain politi- 
clan in a famous play, *‘got to India.”

And so Lord Curzon returned 
home, secured election as an Irish 
representative peer, and “retired” to 
the House of Lords, Since then he 
has stood forth very prominently in 
English politics as a most staunch 
Conservative, as a great defender of 
the rights and privileges of the here- 
ditary chamber, and a strong oppon- 
ent of Home Rule for Ireland, Dur- 
ing the last five yfars, however, all 
Party politics put aside, Lord Curzon 
has Indeed deserved well of his fel- 
low countrymen. For since he joined 
the Coalition Cabinet in 1916, Cur- 
zon of Kedleston has devoted himself 
whole-heartedly to the great task be- 
fore his country, bringing to bear 
upon it all that tremendous energy 
which, in the days of his pro-consuil- 
ship, Was wont to be the despair of 
Gavernuient officials in Calcutta and

DOG LOVED MURDERER 


FISE WAS THE WITNESS OF TWO 
.CRIMES, 








Adopted by Mounted Police Follo 
ing the Death of His First Mastcr 
—Canine Still Survives and Is the 
Property of a Red-coated Officer, 
Corpl. Watts, Late of the Royal

ISK witnessed two murdera 
ahd one attempted murder, 
but he could not testify. Not

. With the passing of “E" Division

» Shoals In the Fraser River. 


ALMON, the heaviest producer 
ef food fish known to man, is 


close to extinction. The silver 


horde, that once swarmed in 
millions through the water off the 
West coast of America, is dwindling 
to schools of a few hundred. So 
asserts Dr. C. H. Gilbert, professor of 
roology at Stanford: University, who 
has made a life study of the fish- 
eries of the north Pacific. If the sal- 
mon canning industry is to be con- 
tinued man must devote his best ef- 
forts in building up the numbers of 


the sockeye tribe. 

“Rivers that once ylelded the larg- 
est supplies of salmon to-day’ give 
only a handful in comparison,” says 
Dr. Glibert. *‘The salmon are fished 


out. For all the millions of them In 


the beginning there are now only a 
Mmited number. With hundreds of 
canners eager to prevent the fishfrom 
reaching their spawning grounds In 
the headwaters of the rivera, and 
with gill netters catching tons of sai- 
tnon treut, which are really, half- 
frown salmon, the fish simply have 
not a chance to‘ propagate.” 

As the most Intimate secréts of 
man’s character are writtenin the 
Mnes of his fingers, so the life history 
of the salmon Is written plainly to the 
eye of the expert in the scales of the 
fish. Dr. Gilbert makes a careful 
study of fish scales. The Mnes on the 
scales are In reality minute corruga- 
tions that grow from the time the 
salojon is an infant until it enters 
its gative river on its way to the 
spawning grounds. : 
The corrugztions on the fish scal 
do not correspond to the years of the 
Osh’sJife, as the lines grow faster 
in summer than when the fish is In 
cold waters, Dr. Gilbert can approxi- 
mate the length of time the Osh was 
in fresh water before gging to sea, 
how well the fish has fed and whe- 
ther or not it encountered abnormal 
conditions, , 

It always has been considered by 
fishermen that when salmon left thelr 
native streams or lakes they imme- 
diately rushed thousands of mniles to 
sea.~ But Dr. Gilbert belleves the 
sockeye do not xo more than a few 
hundred miles from shore. 

Most salmon are hatched in some 
fresh water lake at the head of some 
stream flowing Into the -Pacifie 
Ocean. The first year the salmon 
spends In the lake where it was 
hatched. Its growth is slow, because 
the water is cold and fresh. When a 
year old and while still.a baby sal- 
mon the fish ventures forth Into the 
open ocean. Nothing fs seen of the 
sockeye after that until it is three, 
usually four, and occasfonally five 
years old. The sockeye spawns when 
it is four yeara old. 

When it reaches this age the eycle 
1s complete and the sockeye seeks 
its native fresh water stream or lake 
to spawn. 

“They return in great schools,” 
rays Dr. Gilbert. “and I have seen 
the water literally Otled with. rush- 
Ing squirming fish. When the Cana- 
alan Pacific Railway tunnel collapsed 
and choked the Fraser river a few 
years, aro, millions of salmon, fran- 
tie to reach their spawning grounds, 
fought to pass the swift waters at 
the obstruction, Millions of them 
floated back to sea without laying 
their exes. It was that catastrophe 
that helped to ruin sockeye fishing 
In Puget Sound. 

“From the time the salmon enters 
fresh water upon its return until it 
spawns and dies it takes no food. 
Th® fish may be several weeks or 
months before it reaches the lake 
when it was hatched. In that journey 
Strange changes in its condition take 
place. , 

“Fish have skin that covers the 
scales. It is so thin as to be scarcely 
noticeable, However, the skin on the 
back of the male fish becomes tough 
and thick on the way up the river 
and serves later as protection In its 
fights in the spawning lake, 

“The teeth of the male salmon also 
grow to great length on this fresh 
water trip. It takes material to make 
these changes, and as the salmon ia 
eating nothing the material must 
come from that stored in {ts body. 
The salmon becomes an ‘oll burner* 
—it consumes the rich ofl stored in 
{ts tissues, For this reason, by con- 
sulting a map one can determine 
where the best fish are to be found, 
and by knowing the location of the 
fish traps one can judge whether 
or not the best fish are being caught 
for canning. . 

“The longer the river, the more 
oily the Osh that are spawned in its 
lakes; and the closer to salt water 
the traps, the better the fish that 
are caught, z 

“When the eggs are shed the cycle 
is complete and the salmon die. The 
reason for death-is not known, © It 
isn't from ethaustion nor from dis- 
case or starvation, None of the food 
salmon spawns twice. Sometimes they 
start back tf salt water, but never 
survive. 

“There is no way to brand young 
fish. We tried that years ago and 
found that the scar soon disappears. 
The only way to mark young fish for 
future Identification is by trimming 
the fins. We have had good results 
from this method.” 

Some haope is seen for the industry 
in the recently negotiated treaty be- 
tween Canada and the United States. 
By this pact fishermen are prohibited 
from fishing for twelve days during 
the year. It is expected this regyla- 
tion and others agreed upon will aid 
in the upbuilding of the fisheries on 
the Fraser river and Puget Sound.—

TRANSMITTING SOUND. 
Canadian Assisted In an Important 
New Inrention, 

An invention which mar, among 
many other possible uses, be employ- 
ed as a complete insurance against 
error at transcription of court testi- 
mony by stenographers, has been 
achieved by Major Lionel Guest, bro-

Again, it will have free navigation on the great expanse of deep 
water of Lake Erie for 215 miles. 

It passes 25 miles of the Welland’ ship canal, with its seven ‘tocks, 
and then bas 160 miles more © f deep water 2nd open navigation across 
Lake Ontario. 

Te has’ 182 miles from L “ntario to Montreal, but of this dis- 
tance only about zo miles are canal navigation. At present there are 46 
miles of canals, but in the proposed improyement, with slack water navi- 
gation behind the dams, there would be less than co miles of restricted 
channel. :

Col. Denison, Toronto's Senior 
Police Magistrate, appeals to the Attorney-General to make the law re- 
specting reckless motor driving so drastic that the evil will be materially 
lessened, suggesting imprisonment “without the option of a fint, and also 
suggesting that the speed limit be reduced to fifteen miles an hour.

TOWNS NOT FATED TO ‘LIVE 
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Communities East and West, Founded 

In High: Hopes, Are Now Practi- 

cally Things Forgotten. 

° 

Western papers tell their readers 
that the town ofefimerson, Okla. is 
shortly to be a thing forgotten, re 
marks the Hartford Courant. It wat 
mapped out as a town site shortly 
| after the territory was opened for sct- 
tlement, and the promoters had 
dreams of a metropelis. In 1907 the 
plan was abandoned, and now the dis- 
trict court has been ‘asked to vacate 
the land for town site purposes; when 
what might have been a town will be 
come farm land. 

The story of Emerson suggests what 
came near happening to a Connecticut 
town In the beginnings of the colony. 
Those interested tn it showed rare 
sense In thelr cholce of a site, and In 
their drearbs planned not for a town 
but for a city. Hampden and Crom 
well were to be among Its citizens; the 
cream of England, so its promoters 
hoped, were to become its citfzens. 
Fate ordered otherwise, and the early 
days of this dream town are remem. 
bered now largely through Lion Gardl- 
ner’s account fof his struggle to hold 
the site against the attacks of the In- 
dians, 

Other states, notably the mining 
commonyealths of the West can du- 
Plicate the story from Oklahoma, but 
few can equal the romance of the'Con- 
necticut settlement.

The little Norfolk village of Old 
Buckingham is proud of ‘its war rec 
Its total male population he 
tween the ages of elghteen and fifty 
in 1914 was 204. Of that number no 
fewer than 170 served with the forces 
and 39 have given thelr lives for their 
country. 

In their honor a memorial cross has 
been erected on the village green, an 
exact reproduction of the “cross of 
sacrifice" designed by Sir Reginald 
Bloomfield, RN. A. for¥all British mil- 
{tary cemeteries abroad. The total 
height from the ground line to the 
top of the cross ts 24 feet G inches. 
Tt is built of stone and the names of 
those men of the village who fell In 
the war are incised In gilt on the drum 
below the base of thy cross, *

Henceforth there 
will be ten members sitting for the 
capital, to be elected at large by pro- 
portional representation.

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Yeast as Food. 

Perhaps before long we may be 
feeding our babies on yeast, to Ake 
them grow fast. 

Yeast is particularly rich in the 
mysterious “vitamines” on which, in 
our foods, so much of health depends. 
Nobody knows what vitamines are, 
but we hare got'to have them. 

Recently a series of experiments 
was tried on white rats to Gnd out 
what effect yeast would have. Thirty- 
two were selected, representing six 
litters—half the number of each sex 
—and all of them about a month old. 

Each rat was Grst weighed and re- 
ceiyed a number. They were fed on 
grohnd meat, cheese and butter. At 
first they were systematically under- 
fed, their growth being thereby re- 
tarded. After two weeks, though 
without increase of ration, a little 
yeast was added. Every rat picketi up. 

They. were then supplied with a 
fair allowance of food, plus yeast, and 
every rat doubled its weight. in two 
weeks. One rat. No. 14, trebled its 
weight in that time. 

Next, the yeast*waa eliminated, 
without reduction of the foo: allow- 
ance, and every rat thereupon began 
to lose weight. No. 14 ran down from 
eighty-one grams to Afty-four grams 
in three weeks on the yeastless diet. 

Yeast was again supplied and all 
the rats rapidly. gained: weight: 

In another experiment rat No, 25 
lost eight grams in ¢wo weeks on a 
yeastless diet and gained fifty-five 
grams im the next fortnight on the 
same ration with a little yeast addsd.

Prince of Wales Likes Stamps. 

The proposal of the NowfounNland 
Post Office to issue a special postage 
stamp\ in \commemoration of the 
Prince of les’ tour of Canada and 
Newfoundland will meet with gen- 
eral approbation. Stamp collectors 
the world over will welcome the 
opportunity of adding one more vig- 
nette to the series of stamp portraits 
of their fellow philatelist already pre- 
sented on the postal issues df Bri- 
tain's oldest colony. a 

It was in August, 1898, that the 
Mkeness of Prince Edward of York, 
then the tender age of four, first ap- 
peared (in company with those of 
other members of the British Royal 
Family) on the %4-cent stamp of 
‘Newfoundland. The prince was next 
Dresented in the uniform of a cadet 
at the Royal Naval College on the 
three-cent denomination of the New- 
foundland. “Cosonation” postage 
Stamp series of June 14, 1911. 

Stamp collecting is, -with the 
Prince of .Wales, as with his royal 
father, a favorite hobby, and when 
jn London he is frequently to be seen 
in the leading stamp dealers’ estab-~ 
Uishments in search of new acquist- 
tlons for his extensive collections. 
The stamp [estes Of. British North 
Amerita hare long possessed a spe- 
lal fascination for him, and it 
would not be surprising to learn that 
his recent tour had brought him some 
notable specimens of these issues. 
Newfoundland, in particular, with ita 
range of artistic line-engraved 
stamps, is well represented in the 
Frince of Wales’ collection. 

Specialized collections of the 
French colonies and Libra have like- 
wiso been formed by the Prince of 
Wales, whose philatelic predilections 
cover/atwide range. Early In the 
present year he consented to become 
honorary president of the Royal Phi- 
latelic Society, an office held for many 
years by King George prior to hia 
accession. 

The Great Britain section of the 
famous “Worthington” collection, 
formerly the most Important in the* 
United States, has been taken to Ens- 
‘land by a London frm, by whom it 
is to be broken up. Among other 
choice Items the collection contains 
the rare 9d plate 5 in mint condi- 
Uon. The last specimen of.this rar- 
ity to ¢ome on the market was do- 
nated. by King George te tho-stamp 
auction In ald of the British Red 
Cross, where it was purchased by the 
samo firm for £550. 





Cost of* New Buflldings. 

The new Parliament Buildings cost 
$6,954,116.15 (o February 28 last, 
according to a return tabled In the 
House of Commons. The contractors 
are to receive eight per ceni. on the 
total cost of the building, dating from 
February 3, 1916. up to the amount

As he reachc! the 12th 
pew from the rear and leaned over to pass the plate, Shelicy, who was 
seated next to the aisle, whipped out a‘revolver and fired at the physi- 
cian. The bullet struck him*over-tlie left eye and he collapsed jn’ the 
aisle. 

Several women screamed and men rushed from their stats, some to 
the aid of the physician and others ‘in pursuit of the assailant, + Shelley, 
with the revolver in his hald, leaped over the body of the physician and 
started to ran out of the church. The choir, led by Charles Safford, cone 
tinued singing in an effort to quiet the congregation.

K. C., containing a reference to 
Major Gordon B. Johnson, son of the 
late J. W. Jobnson, M.P.P.. of Belle- 
ville, who is Canadian Trade Commin 
sioner to Brazil. Major Johnson at 
the outbreak of the war was represent 
ing Canada in Japan, but returned to 
Canada and joined up with the Royal 
Engineers rendering valuable service 
to the empire.

“To correct these wrong Impressions 
and in order to make the respective 
countries known throughout the world 
a campaign of propaganda Is indispen 
ie and Canada has begun thia in 

































the right manner. 

“That the moment is propitious for 
Canada to bid for trade in foreign 
markets there can be no doubt. Dur. 
ing the years of war hundreds of new 
factories were established ‘and old 
ones enlarged for the purpose of pro- 
ducing munitions and other materials 
required by her own army and those 
of her allies. An idea of what was 
accomplished may be had by a glance 
of the export statistics of Canada for 
the years 1913 and 1918 which recore 
an increase in the value of manufac 
tured goods shipping during that per- 
jod of 16 to 1, viz: $43,692,708 in 1913 
against .. + $636,602,516 in 1918 
{am the factories mentioned have now 
been placed on a peace footing and 
[outtets for their productions must be 
jesse in foreign markets. It Is ex- 
pected that Europe will be the great- 
est consumer of Canada’s industrial 
products many of which latter will be 
required in immense quantitfes for 
the reconstruction of the devastated 
terirtories but at the same time the 






















a definite tradg with other markets 
of the world has not been overlooked. 

“Whhe Canada decs rot at pres: 
ent produce for export all the goods 
offered in this market by her south: 
ern neighbor, the United States, the 
time is not far distant when she will 
prove a serious competitor in many 
classes of manufactures. Among the 
g00ds whfcth can at present be of- 
fered to the Brazilian market under 
very favorable conditions are products 
of fron and steel, cement, agricultur- 
al machinery and implements, rallway 
materials (such as raila and connee- 
tions, spikes, etc.) railway rolling 
stock, motor cars, dalry equipment, 
vood pulp and paper, a large varicty 
of miscellaneous manufactured art!- 
cles, cod, hake and other fish, apples, 
pears grapes, etc., and, were the same 
facilities as are enjoyed by the Unit- 
ed States +n wheat flour extended to 
Canada, she would undoubtedly be 
able to bid for a fair share of that 
trade also. 

“As an importer of Breziliin goods 
Canada is interested at the present 
time in coffee, cocoa, hides of good 
quality and a few other products.”

Largest Plant in Empire. 3 

At Corbyville § is located perhaps the largest plant for the manufac- 
ture of Methyl Hydrate in the British Empire, a plant fully equipped and. 
in operation to the limited extent possible under the antiquated Canadian 
laws not yet adjusted to new world conditions following the war. Many 

“/ industries.in Canada are handicapped by being unable to secure adequate 
Hed supplic§ of industrial Alcohol, or Methyl Hydrate, or whatever it may, be 
called, because this commodity under cxisting governmental regulations 
must be shipped to, Ottawa for the denaturing process, and the demand 
has far outstripped the Government's limited facilities for handling the 
commodity. Added to this handicap is the impost exacted by the Govern- 
ment for every gallon manufactured. 

Restrictions have been removed in the United States, Great Britain 
and Germany upon this very necessary commercial commodity, but Can- 
ada still lags behind the procession, and by its antiquated regulations and 
Fimited facilities, curtails the output and adds materially to the’ cost of 
gmanufacture. 
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150 Industries Concerned. 

When it is, noted that over one hundred and fifty chemical com- 
pounds alone depend upon industrial alcohol for a base it can readily be 
seen that there is a wide field for industrial expansion in Canada if the 
restrictions upon manufacture of this necessary raw material are re- 
maved. é 
With the facilities of the large plant ‘at Corbyville in full operation 

unhampered by,unnecessary governmental restr'ctions the prospect of at- 
‘tracting many- alors industries would be yery bright as they would 
not need much urging to locate near a sure base of supply of raw ma- 
terial particularly when the locality is so desirable in.every way, includ- 
ing unexceptional shipping! facilities by xg‘l and water, home market, 
etc. Many articles now imported from the United States under high 
duties would then bé-manufactured in Canada, and what better location 
than Belleville? 
Not only should the Bellevifle Chamber of Commerce be-deeply in- 
terested in the prospects of this industry but the farmers of the whole 
' Bay of Quinte district should sit up and take notice of the advantage of 
the free manufacture of Methyl Hydrate in this locality. :

ITH the approaching mer 
ser of the-historic English 
» banking house of Messre. 
' Coutts & Co. with the 
Netlonal Provincialiand Union Bank 
of England disappears the name of 
an institution which for more than 
two centuries has stood forémost In 
international finance. For, directly 
or Indirectly, the house of Coutts has 
been associated in that period with 
every event which affected the wel- 
fare of Europe and her peoples. 
From the*days of the Georges, 
Coutts & Co. have: been bankers to 
the royal family of England and to 
most of the nobility. And until 1904, 
when they moved to few quarters, 
their dingy old@brick house in the 


Strand, near Norfolk street. was one 
of the landmarks for sightseers. 
"The famiily of Coutts, stretching 
back In uhbroken sequence for 500 
years, is of ancient Scottish stock, 
which up to the middle of the seven- 
teenth century had been of Auchin- 
toul, until one of its members in 1650 
started business as a note broker and 
exchange banker at Melrose. 

It was in’ 1690 that John Camp- 

bell; born in Auchintoul, was carry- ! 
ing on a small banking business at! 
the sign of the Three Crowns. He 
built the house which was to remain 
“the headquarters of the firm for 214 
years. Upon his death in 1712 his 
Partner, George Middleton, assumed 
the management of the business, ald- 
ed by the younger Campbells, until, 
in 1743, they were joined by’ James 
Coutts, son of John Coutts, a finan- 
cler who had attained the position 
of Lord Provost of Edinburgh. 
James Coutts had already estab- 
lished a London branch of the Edin- 
burgh business in Middleton, in 1747. 
With the retirement of {he last of 
the Campbells in 1760, James Coutts 
became sole manager and took into 
Partnership - his younger brother, 
Thomas, greatest in a long line of 
brilliant financiers, and known to all 
of his time as the “shabby little man 
in the threadbare suit.” It was with 
Thomas that the real eventful history 
of the bank begins. 
Few men have enjoyed the un 
broken sucgess of Thomas Coutts, or 
worked harder to attain it. Few men 
Possessed ashe did the magnetic 
quality which wins friendship alike 
in high and low places. 

His eccentricities of dress and 
manner—always a gentleman's man- 
ner, however—have been the subject 
of innumerable stories. 

In the height of his power, when 
he had become financial ‘agent or 
almoner to half of fashionable Lon- 
don, he was the guest of the Prince 
of Wales, afterward George IV., at 
the Pavilion Brighton. Early one 
summer morning Thgmas Coutts, In 
his rusty brown sult, with stockings 
that hung loosely around his legs, 
took his seat according to his custom 
on a bench in the little park outside 
the pavilion. A benevolent old tady 
out for her morning walk, noticed a 
seemingly miserably poor old man 
and her heart was touched. 

“My dear man,” she said, “you 
have plainly seen better days. Pray 
accept this trifle for a breakfast.” 
And she handed him a‘note for ten 
shillings on his own bank.

Coutts was already the richest 
man in England and the confidant of 
monarchs and statesmen, when, Ig- 
noring the palpable advances of the 
many titled ladies who would have 
been willing to share his fortune, he 
suddenly married Elizabeth Starky, a 
handsome rustic girl who had been 
housemaid in his brother's home, his 
only expressed reason being that he 
had seen her grow up from childhood 
and she was sensible and good as 
well as beautiful. 

Mr. Coutts’ eldest daughter became 
the wife of an earl, the second, Fran- 
ces, became Marchioness of Bute, and 
the youngest, Sophie, was married to 
Sir Francis Burdett, famous in the 
Politics of the day. 

At his wife’s death he married 
Harriet Mellon, and to her he be- 
queathed the whole of his fortune of 
$4,500,000 in the full assurance that 
she would dispose of it with wisdom, 
justice and generosity.”. Five years 
later his widow become the Duchess 
of St. Albans. But that Thomas 
Coutts’ confidence in her innate .no- 
bility of character was not misplaced 
was shown when, on her death in 
1837. ten years later, she made the 
daughter of Sir Frances Burdett her 
sole helress, thus giving back to the 
Coutts family the fortune she had 
recelved: from it.

This seemed to 
incense Hayes all the more, who in a 
wild and incoherent manner, charzed 
the members with refusing him just- 
ice. He then suddenly brandished a 
gun and pointed it straight at the 
Reeve. x 

That he had come prepared to make 
troubla.was abown by his asking as a 
preliminary to his address that the 
lady typist be asked to withdraw. This 
request was granted, and Hayes open- 
sd hia remarks by stating that his 
trouble originated in 1914. He had 
taken up .a_ position close to the 
Reeve’s, elbow—an unusual proceed: 
ing. ax persona wishing to address the 
Council, aye generally required te 
stand in the body of the hall, outside 
the guard rail, His tone was so men 
veing that Reevt Miller asked him t 
cemove himself to the ‘beady of the 
‘all. Hayes agreed te this and took 
his stand facing the Reeve. 

Abused the Council, 

After Hayes had spoken for some 
ive minutes without getting to the 
wint of his story, Deputy Reeve Gra 
vam asked him tg tell the Coane}} just 
vhat he wanted, This brought forth 
ome remarks by Hayes that were no* 
yxactly complimentary te the Coun: 
4k. The Reeve informed him that he 
sould not stand there and cast asper 
sjens on the Council; net while he 
(Reeve Miller) wag in charze of the 
mectiog. From then on, Hayes’ at 
tention was directed strictly 
Reeve, and after he had made a fow 
nore hardly intelligible remarks th 
Reeve told him to retire and take ¢ 
seat, and when Hayes refused to re 
tire the Reeve threatened him with ar, 
rest. ‘ 5 * 

The threat of ‘arrest seemed juet 
what was needed to bring Hayes tr 
the exploding paint, for he ther2upor 
drew a weapon that looked fcrtidable 
to those seated around and near the 
Council table. Pointing the revolver 
at the Reeve, tha man'demanded just 
ice, but he failed to-get it or anythinr 
else from the Reeve, liccause Mr. Mil 
ler made, his escape to the townshiy 
office under cover of the confusion 
Deputy Reeve Grahani also niade good 
his escape, as did the road) commis 
sioner, Councillors MeDonald Barke:

MUSKRAT FARMING, 

The rising prices for muskrat fur have aroused considerable interest 
as to the feasibility of breeding this animal in captivity. Though prices 
may have reached the peak, it is altogether likely that this fur will com- 
mand an attractive figure for many years to come. The farming of 
muskrat ought, therefore, to be a profitable business. - 

Present experience goes to show that the muskrat is not a difficult 
animal to raise. It is necessary to own or Jease a stretch of suitable 
marsh, lake or quiet siream, which one could fence, if necessary. If 
there are already muskrats in the area all they need is protection; if not, 
breeding stock must be bought from trappers. The rate of increase is 


fast. Obsérvers state that the muskrat brings forth three ‘litters in a |- 


season, and from six to nine in a litter. 
Clear water is preferable and it must be deep enough never to freeze 
to the bottom-~ “Phe food consists mostly of the roots. and. stalks of 


aquatic plants, such as’ wild rice, flags, water-lilies, reeds and cat-tails. |: 


Muskrats. will sometimes partake of clams, fish and insects. If the food 


supply is not sufficient they can be fed garden vegetables. 


_ The muskrat appears to be somewhat like the cat in sticking closely |’ 


to its home, and, so long as there is an adequate amount of food, is un- 
likely to migrate.

In Maryland, which is a great centre for raising muskrats, the 
marshes often yield a better income per acre than adjoining cultivated 
Jand. One raiser is said to take 2,500 muskrats cach year from’a 50- 
acré-marsh and yct Ieave enough for re-stocking. me 

Even as long ago as 1909, when skins, were very cheap, the leasing 
of marshes was profitable, and the value of muskrat marshes was esti- 
mated by an American expert at S$yo an acre. As this fur has quintupled 
in price it is a fair assumption that these lands are worth at least $200 
per acre today.—Conservation.

It is no secret that for the last four

In support to our contention for

service, It is common knowldlge to 
every one that the cost*of mainten- 
ance is at least one dollar per day for 
each horse as well as the expense of re 
pairs tv equipment, which means that 
the Roral Mail Contractors are com- 
pelled to work at a price not sufficient 
to pay their running expenses, lear- 
ing absolutely nothing for the ‘main-

If we 
are going to help, it must ibe by more 
than. Up service. it means constant 
self-sacrifice, but believe me, the re- 
sults will amply @epay those who 
glve of their time and resources.”

A REMBRANDT IN CANADA, 


Portrait by Famous Artist Owned by 
Pas Toronto Man. 
-The portrait ot Magdalena Vaa 

Loo, owned by Mr. Frank P. Word, 

of Toronto, is one of the most valu- 

able paintings in Canada. It was 
painted by the great Rembrandt. Its 
gemoval from the museum at Colmar 


was perfectly legitimate. The sum 
paid for the portrait by Mr. Wood 
was less than $300,000. 

The foregoing is a summary of the 
statements'made by Prof. Mayor of 
Toronto’ University regarding the 
Purchase: 

“There is not the least doubt about 
its belng a genuine Rembrandt,” 
said Prof. Mayor. “Nobody but Rem- 
brandt could have painted such a por- 
trait, It is evident that the portrait 
was done in one of the periods‘of his 
1lfe when the great master wis com- 
Daratively wealthy, Rembrandt, like 
@ good many more artists, had a hard 
time early In life, but when. good 


money lavishly, He was very fond 
of jewelry, and took great pleasure 
in displaying it on his subjecta when 
they sat for him. .The-portrait of his 
son, Titus, for which this was a com- 
panlon picture, shows Titus to’ be 
comparatively poorly dressed, and 
was possibly done at a different per+ 
fod. It is apparent that this por- 
trait of his daughterin-law was 
painted when Rembrandt was being 
showered with commissions... Some- 
Umes his funds were not so bountl- 


Prof, Mavor received a letter from 
a friend, telling him of the arrival 
of the picture at New York. While 
there, Jt wa examined by many con- 
nolss¢Ors, and it was not long before 
Mr. Wood, who. was ‘going through 
New York, heard of its presence, and 
he immediately went to view It, and 
shortly afterwards made the pur- 
chase.

No country has developed to the 


after the war. So far as her trade 
was concerned, before the way Can- 
ada was a deblor nation? she emerges 
from it a creditor nation. So far as 
her financial status was concerned, 
before the war Canada Snanced her- 
self from British sources; now she 
hes borrowed large sums from the 
United States. 
By far the largest of Canada’s ¢us- 
tomers is, of course, Great Britain, 
and the bulk of her exports are sold 
to that country.. But 80 per cent. of 
her imports last year came from the 
United States. Canada’s exports in 
1919 were valued at $ 4 
and her imports at $941,000,700. 
Goods valued at $740,580,225 came 
from the United States, against ¢x- 
ports to that country worth $454,- 
+ 686,294. ‘ 
These Oxures explain the reason 
for Canada‘a biggest problem as re- 
lated to the United States—namely, 
the exchange problem. However far 
Canada may proceed along the path 
of developing her own resources to 
the point of becoming as nearly self- 
supporting as possible, it will always 
be to the United States that the Dom- 
infon will turn to buy such commodi- 
ties as she requires; however large 
or small the total of imports may be 
year by year, it will be the United 
States who will supply nearly 80 per 
cent. of them. 
For instance, Canada relies largely 
on America for her coal supply. The 
recent coal crisis affords a valuable 
object lesson the necessity for Cana- 
dian representation. As soon as the 
coal strike became formidable and 
restrictive measures were enforced 
Canadian railroads and manufactur- 
ers found themselves in a very ser- 
fous position. Their supply of coal 
Was either curtailed or threatened to 
cease altogether. Represenlations 
were made to the British’ Embassy, 
whose staff endeavored to familiarize 
themselves with the standing of the 
firms and the urgency of the demands 
before presenting these demands to 
the State Department. which in turn 
handed them on to the Fuel Admin- 
istration. It was indeed fortunate for 
Canada that at this time there was 
a Canadian member of the embassy 
staff, sole survivor of the Canadian 
War Mission, who was cognizant in 
a broad sense of Canadian conditions.

An honor has been conferred upon 
Canada by the appointment of a 
Canadian as one of the four members 
composing the Saar Valley Commis- 
sion. The commission consists of five 
members chosen by’ the’ Council of 
the Leaghe of Nations. They ‘repre- 
sent one member for France, a na- 
tlve.of the’ Saar Basin, and three 
mejnbers of otter countries other 
than France or Germany. © Canada 

been: selected as one of these 
countries. Its representative | is 
Richard D. Waugh, former or of 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, and chairnian of 
the Greater Winnipeg Water Com- 
mission. Mr. Waugh will represent 
the British Government. Mr. Waugh, 
who came from Scotland ‘over thirty 
years ago and settled in’ Winnipeg, 
has held many prominent positions 
in his adopted country, including that 
of city controller for four years and 
mayor for three,, 4 

According to a statement given out 
the Saar Commisaion will, in the Saar 
Basin, have ali the powers of govern- 
ment hitherto belonging to the Ger- 
man Empire, Prussia, or Bavaria, in- 
cluding the appointment and dismis- 
sal of officials and the creating of: 
administratives and representative 
bodies as it may be necessary, It will 
have full powers to administer and 
operate the raHways, canals, and the 
different public services. It will in- 
sure by such means as ft deems suit- 
able the protection abroad of the in- 
terest of the inhabitants. It will have 
the full right to use the property, 
other than mines belonging to any 
German Goverhment, in the territory. 
Existing laws will: continue to apply, 
but the governing commission, after 
_ consultation with the elected repre- 
sentatives of the inhabitants, may 

modify these laws to bring them into 
‘accord with the Peace Treaty. The 
commission will fix the hours and 
conditions of labor. . Existing civil 
and criminal courts will continue, but 
the commission will establish a court 
fo hear appeals from these courts 
and to decide matters for which 
these-courts are not competent. The 
commission will also have the power 
of levying taxes and dues in the 
territory, 

The area of the Saar fields is 
roughly 1,400 square miles, of which 
about 62 per. cent. are occupied by 
coal industries. It is largely a hill 
country with little forest, but with 
good agricultural land. The popula- 
tion Is almost wholly German, only 
one commune being French-speaking. 
The main areas of the mining and de- 
pendent Industrios are densely popu- 
lated. In 1913 the total coal pro- 
duction In the Saar fields was about 
18,000,000 tons, The reserves of coal 
in the Saar Basin are estimated at 
16,848,000,000 metric tons.

A Canadian Air Force is to be 
formed immediately, and the per- 
sonnel will be drawn from volunteers 
from the ranks of ex-officers and air- 
men of the Royal Air Force resident 
jn Canada. These will train at cen- 
tres which will*be in operation all 
the year round, and officers and air- 
men enlisted in the new force will 
spend at least one month out of every 
twenty-four in active training, receiv- 
ing pay and traveling expenses dur- 
ing the active period, 

The force probably will be limited 
in the beginning to about 6,000, in- 
clusive of all ranks, and the train- 
ing centres will not number more 
than two for the whole Dominion.

If paper money has 
an elderly and worn appearance it is 
particularly Ifkely to pass without 
scrutiny. Manifestly it has been long 
in circulation, and this in itself 
@ sufficient guarantee. fen 

It is, therefore, the business of the 
counterfeiter to make his notes look 
old and worn. He has geveral meth- 
ods, but the best fs to place between 
two of them some wet tea leaves ‘in 
a fold‘ef tissue paper, using ‘a hook 
to hold all tightly together. A most 
desirable discoloration is thereby ob- 
tained, and, with crumpling and re- 
Deated wettings, the moncy, soon ac- 
quires the appearance of age. ~ 

Surgical operations are performed 
most commonly on gold coins, usually 
double eagles. Not yery long ago in 
Philadelphia an ingenious female per- 
son made a highly profitable busi- 
ness of gouging out the\insides of 
$20 pieces. With a tiny drill, driven 
by steampower, she bored a holo 
from one edge, extracted $15 worth 
or so of metal,. fled the cavity with 






with gold. Just like that. Easy 
Money. 

She might have gone on with this 
remunerative industry indefinitely 
but for the fact that the treated coins 
were unduly light, lead being only 
about half as heavy as gold. She was 
sent to jall—a fate which likewise 
befell two Chinamen in Chicago who 
adopted the more ‘artistic and dif- 
cult process of slicing each goldpieco 
in two edgewise, digging out the in- 
terior, filling the shell with lead and 
soldering on a thin rim of gold, the 
coin being finally “rereeded” In a 
machine to give it the requisite cor- 
Tugations around the edge. 

A number of years ago a clever 
crook hit upon thé notion of gutting 
gold coins and filing them with 
platinum, which gave them about the 
requisite weight. Platinum at that 
time was worth only half as much as 
gold. But at the present time, when 
ius market price is five times that of 
the yellow metal, the industrious 
money-surgeon does not find this ex- 
pedient available, 

Bright people, these money doc- 
tors. The Unked States nickels with 
a big “V” on them had hardly made 





thelr appearance (as will be remem-| 


bered) before they were found in 
circulation wearing the guise of $5 
gold pieces, It was a simple matter 
of electro-plating, requiring no ap- 
| Paratub other than a small tank of 
| cyanide and a few foct of copper wire, 
with a plug in the wall to tap the 
electric-light current. But the Amer- 
ican Treasury dropped that big “Vv” 
lke a hot potato, 

The same sort of modest equip- 
ment has been used to bestow-an at- 
tractive gold-plating upon base-metal 
imitations of gold coins, but with a 
modification of the process whereby 
the requisite yellow stuff was chem- 
ically abstracted from a gold-piece at 
One end of 2 wire and deposited up- 


on the counterfeit at the other end., 
— 


Religious Cults, 1! 

Religious .cults were highly*devel- 
oped among the prehistoric peoples 
of middle America, and the ceremon- 
jal rites connected therewith were 
correspondingly elaborate. Commonly 
the latter included human sacrifice. 

The gods, generally speaking, aro 
temperamental beings, easily anger- 
ed, extremely vindictive and mercl+ 
less, and fond of flattery, This de 
scription may be said to apply to the 
divinities of all savage and barbarous 
Peoples, 

The sacrifice of human beings hag 

en deemed especially pleasing to 
them; and among the ancient Peru- 
vians such plous manslaughter was 
Dursued on an extensive scale, the 
blood of virgins being supposed to 
be particularly acceptable to the pow- 
ers up aloft, 

In Peru are still to be seen “‘sacri- 
ficial stones,” on which theappointed 
victims were obliged to recline, in a 
Dlace suitably hollowed out. It was 
the business of the officiating priest 
to thrust a knife into the chest of 
the unfortunate person and cut out 
the heart, * 

Similar rites were frequently per- 
formed in the temples of ancient 
Mexico, which crownéd lofty pyra- 
Inids ascended by flights of steps. In 
this way thousands of unoffending 
men, women and children were put to 
death every@ear,

ACTERIA play a very import- 
ant role in the milk and dairy 
‘ industry. Practicajly all- the 
natural changes elther good or 
bad* that take place in milk from 
the time it is drawn until! the tine 
it Is consumed, or otherwise used; are 
due to the action of the various spe- 
clea. of bacteria that gets: Ifto It, 
though sometimes yeasts|ané molds 
are Involved. z f 
If the milk fs to bo: donsumed a3 
milk, then most of the changes that 
take place in It, as a result of bao 
terlal action, are injurious. Excep- 
tions to this are found in the ‘pre- 
pared fermented milk, as Kephir, 
Koumilss and Bulgariang milk; in 
these, however, the bacterial action 
fs controlled and cultures of certain 
species of bacteria are added to the 
niilk to bring) about the desired 
changes. 7 
Everybdly knows that if a samplo 
of ordinary milk is kept for a few 
days, particularly if it is not kept 
cold, it will sour or become 
gassy or ropy or putrid. This sour 
ing, ropiness, gas production and 
putrefattion, Is brought about by dif- 
ferent species of bacteria fn the milk. 
As the changes in the anilk which 
these bacteria produce are injurious 
and undesirable, everybody who has 
anything to do with the handljng of 





milk should know how to prevent, 


their occurrentte, 

In the ordinary methods of obtain- 
tng and handling milk it is impos- 
sible to prevent some bacteria from 
getting into it. With proper care, 
however, a large percentage of t 
bacteria that ordinarilly get into milk 
can be prevented from getting in, and 
with proper handling of the milk the 
few that do get in can be prevented 
from producing any marked changes 
within a reasonable time.. It is do 
alrable, then, that those who have to 
do with the production and handling 
of milk should know how to prevent, 
as far as possible, the bacteria from 
Ketting into the milk and also how 
to prevent those that dé get In from 
bringing about the changes which re- 
sult in che spoiling of the milk. 

How Bacteria Get Into Milk.— 
Unless the cow's udder ts diseased 
very few teria are present in the 
milk as it Is drawn, and*those that 
are present are of very little conse- 
quence. Thus the bacteria found in 
raw milk get Into it during the milk- 
tng operations and during the later 
handling of the milk, 

Bacteria of many kinds are pres- 
ent in large numbers in a dusty 
atmosphere, on bits of hay, straw, 
cow hairs, manure, files, dirty hands, 
dirty clothes, and in milk pails, cans, 
bottles, strainers, and other milx 
utensils that are not thoroughly 
washed and scalded. Consequently, if 
we are to keep bacteria out of milk 
wo must prevent the above-named 
substances from getting into the milk, 
and we must pay particular attention 
to the washing and thorough scald- 
ing of all wilk utensils and in har- 
Ing clean hands and clothes. 

it is generally considered that pro- 
vided the milk is passed through a 
strainer when being Glled Into the 


from the milk,)as dirt, bits of hay, 
straw, manure, cow hairs, files, ete, 
This is a great mistake as the bac- 
teria which were present on these 
wheh they dropped Into the milk pall 
are washed off into the milk, and 
these bacteria pass readily through 
the finest strainers used, Consequent- 
ly, steps must be taken to prevent 
these materials getting into the milk. 

1, The atmosphere of tho stable 
must be free’as possible from dust 
during the milking operations, Any 
feeding, bedding down or cleahing 
up should be done at least an bour 
before, or left until after milking. 

2. Cover-top or sanitary milk pails 
should be used instead of the wide 
open-top- palls. 

3. Doors and windows should be 
Oy screened. 

4. Cows should be kept clean and 
groomed so that bits of dirt, manure, 
hairs, etc., aball not fall from. the 
cows’ flanks into the pall during 
milking. 

6. All milk utensils should be. 
thoroughly washed and scalded overy 
time before use. 

How to Prevent Bacteria From 
Spoiling the Milk.—Evencafter all 
reasonable care has been taken to 
prevent bacteriological contamination 
of the milk as outlined above, some 
contamination will-occur, that is, a 
few bacteria will get into the milk 
in some way or other, If these are, 
allowed to multiply in the milk they 
will spoil it. 

The best way to prevent their 
rapid multiplication in the milk-és to 
chill it immediately in the cooling 
tank or refrigerator, and keep it cold 
until used. A small amount of bac- 
terial multiplication will take place, 
even at refrigeration temperatures; 
and thig- will show itself in the con- 
dition of the milk in course of time, 
But milk that has been‘obtained un- 
der clean conditions and has been 
kept cold should be in excellent con- 
dition even after forty-eight hours. 

Summary of Milk Contamination 
Preventivé Measures.—Prevent dust, 
cow hairs, bits of hay, straw, and 
manure, ‘files and drops of dirty 
water from getting into the milk 
during milking operations as outlined 
above. ‘Thoroughly clean and steri- 
lize all pails, cans, bottles and other 
utensils. Cool the milk at once down 
to refrigeration temperature and keep 
it cool and covered until used.—Prof, 
D. H. Jones, O. A, College, Guelph,

NEW york, “April 29.—Under the 
heading, “A Canadian Minister at 
Washington,’’ the New York Times 
saya cditorially : 

“For some thirty years Canada, 
though she had no ambassadors in for- 
cign capitals, has negotiated commer- 
cial treaties. She has a department of 
external affairs, the organ of imperial 
and inter-Dominion communication 
with London, with the other British 
Dominions’ and colonies, with the for 
eign consuls in Canada and with the 
British Ambassador at Washington. 
The war greatly strengthened and en- 
larged the scrwe of nnification and na; 
tionality among the Canadians, 
COMMUNICATION: NEEDED 
“Minnter-w—Haatice Doherty said 
the other day that the precedent atid 
principle have been ostablished that 
no treaty can bind Canada which she 
has not approved. “Canaditu nation- 
ality was further affirmed by the Gor- 
ernment’s notice of its intention —% 
ask for the amendment of the British 
North American Act so that aun Se 
of the Canadian Parliament shall 
te to the xaine effect as if enact- 
ed by the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom. It is in line with thew 
movements toward govereiguty that 
for some time the Canadian  Govern- 
ment has been pondering the status 
of ita representation at Washington. 
Canadian relations with the United 
States are so numerous and important 
that-their discussion and settlement 
heed to be reached by some quicker 
way than the round-about one through

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ABSENTEE LEGISLATORS. 

With monotonous frequency despatches from Ottawa tell of import- 
ant legislation being dealt with in the House of Commons by a ,mere 
handfull of members, says the Montreal Gazette. A study ‘of division 
lists will reveal the fact that a full vote of members, or one even sub- 
stantially representative of the actual voting strength of the House, is 
an extremely rare thing. This is not as tt should be. The contention, 
may be made, and not without force, that, the number of members who 
do attend to the study and discussion of legislation is usually represent: | 
ative of the thinking efficiency of the House, and that, this being so, the | 
legislation cocs not suffer, but may cven gain something, from the es- 
tablished practice of absentee membership. Even if there does’ seem to 
be good ground for a contention of that kind, there ought not to be. 

Members “are sent to the House of Commons to do the business of the 
ccuntry, and, if many of them are unfit for that onerous duty, there is 
the more reason for their attendance so that, at the worst, they may ac- 
quire seme intellectual benefit from the capacity and ‘ndustry of others, 
to the end that, in process of time, they may be able to render the serv- 
ice to which their constituents are entitled. It is not an uhusual thing 
for the House of Commons to conduct its business—which is the business 
of the Dominion of Canada—with little more than a bare quorum of 
members in their places, The quorum remains fixed at twenty members, 
as provided in the British North America Act, although the original 
House of one hundred and eighty-one members has grown to a House 
of two hundred and thirty-four. Whether or not the quorum of twenty 
is sufficiently large for a membership so greatly increased, may be a |, 
moot question, The fault, however, is not to be mended by the amend. 
ment of an arbitrary rule, but by the increased diligence and interest of 
the members themselves. If the members who are elected to sit in the 
House of Commons do not sit there, and do not display cither industry 
or interest in dealing with the business of Parliament, what encourage- 
ment is there for the average citizen, the so-called man on the street, to 
manifest and exercise a keener interest in public questions? There has 
been some talk, in connection with the new Franchise Bill, of- compul- 
sory voting. Before the House of Commons undertakes thus to dragoon 
the indifferent citizen, it should look to its own failings, which are by 
no means inconspicuous. Until the members themselves sect the ex- 
ample, the attitude of the voters, or at Ieast a considerable proportion of 
them, may well be, “‘A plague on both your Houses.”*
